1. Thework involved with processing and evauating information, conducting inspections of al detention
facilities statewide, and providing services to the task force would require at least an additional 0.50 FTE
for the Crime Control Division.

2. Itisassumed that in order to get the necessary representation, the task force would be comprised of 7
members.

3. There aretwo State of Montana youth correctiona facilities and eight regiond or county facilities that will
need to be inspected.

4. Thetask force will hold four quarterly meetings, perform ingpections on five facilities and conduct two
specid investigations each yesar.
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5. Aveagetrave codts are estimated to be $200 per trip for each task force member and staff.

6. The Department of Corrections has two state youth correctiond facilities affected by thislegidation, Pine
Hillsand Riversde. Rivergde does not use inflanmatory agentsin itsfacility. Pine Hills has rardly used
inflammeatory agentsin order to maintain order in the facility.

7. Thishill may result in additiona costs due to property damage at Pine Hills as well as medica costs for
injured offenders and staff; however, these costs cannot be estimated.  There would be minima savings
to the department if inflammatory agents were not purchased and personnel were not trained in the
effective use of such agents.

8. Thereporting of incidents required by this legidation will be done with existing resources.

9. Thereisno fiscd impact to the Department of Corrections.
